Dr. Tory appeared at his best and 
made a deep impression on many who 
had come to the convention to oppose 
the placing of the college under the 
management of the university senate. 
As a result of his presentation of the 
arguments in favor of union between 
the two, many delegat*s formerly op- 
posed, were convinced that the union 
was in the best interests of the Pro- 
vince. 

On the order paper is a r:solution 
proposed by W. J.) Tregillus of Cal- 
gary, the import of which is to con- 
demn the union movement. It will 
come up tor discussion this afternoon 
and Dr. Tory will then be present 
to further discuss the subject. 

Dr. Tory in the course of his ad- 
dress quoied the opinions of eminent 
educationalists of Canada, the Unite 
States and Great Britain and gave 
statistics showing the benefits that 
would accrue from union. He show- 
ed that the proposed course would 
mean a financial saving and give in- 
creased efficiency to the working of 
the college.

from the throne was prepared and 
consequently it would have bben en- 
tirely out of place for the govern- 
ment to have made any announce- 
ment on the subject at that time. 
Your committee was assured that the 
government were not indifferent on 
the matter, but were taking a very 
keen intorest in the proposition. 
‘Later a draft agreement was sent out 
for approval, Some of the clauses, 
as worded, did not meet with the ap- 
proval of your committee so on May 
93rd last a further interview was it 
rene d, at which it was promised that 
the agreement should conform with 
the findings of the commission. Your 
committee is given to understand 
that the proposed changes were in- 
corporated in a new draft agreement 
and that this agreement was forwar??- 
ed to the executive council of the eov- 
ernment for consideration and final 
ratification in June last. Nothing has 
been done or heard of the matter 
sinee, as fan as your committee are 
aware, although from information se- 
cured by individual members of the 
committee we are given to understand 
that the unfortunate illness of the 
late Minister of Agriculture was to a 
large extent reaponsible for this de-

lay. However, there is a new and 
active minister at the head of the 
Agricultural department now and 


therefore it is to be hoped that prompt 
and effective measures will be taken 
to start this project. There not 
the slightest possibility of the farm- 
ers going back into the hog raising 
business on large scale unti) the 
government plant is assured, and on 
this account we look and hope for 
immediate. action, Your eommittee 
presents this matter to you and asks 
for further instructions.

and $8.00 indernnities respectively. 
The result is that in spite ef the in- 
creased rate the losses this year are 
heavier than ever, as the following 
synoposis will show:

cheques, This matter was referred 
to the Minister of Finance at Ottawa,

tion of the Edmonton and Slaxe Lake 
railway was reported as was a’so one 
to incorporate the Pine Pasa railway 
which proposes ‘to build a line from 
Kdmonton to Grand Prairie, and from 
there to connect with the Grand 
Trunk Pacifie on the Fraser river at 
Fort George.

Kaily in the spring it was aso:rt- 
tained that Mr. C. C. Castle, ware- 
house commissioner, would visit. Al- 
berta, and advantage was taken of his 
visit to get him to address a series of 
meetings under the auspices of the 
U.F.A. In all, twelve meetings were 
held and the net result was very 
sutistactory to the association, 


Two requests were made for assist- 
ance in securing loading platforms, 
one at Airdrie, which is now complet- 
ed, and one at Acme, which will be 
erveted as soon as the railwey reaches 
there. 

In March last, in answer to re- 
cuests from residents south of Red 
Yeor, an interview was held with the 
General Superintendent of the C.N.R. 
at Kamonton, at which I was -assist- 
ce! by the lave Stock Commissioner, 
aud concessions were secured in re- 
coid to prompter pis | of ext 
loads «f liye stock from BStrathe wa 
t.. the Griffin plant at Edmonton, Ar- 
rangcments were also made with the 
@)E.R., C.N.R. and Griffin Company 
for a special shipping day for all 
points south of Red Deer, but this 
was unfortunately nullified by the 
action of the’ Dominion Government 
in placing ali tlat portion of the pro- 
vince from the township line north 
of Lacombe, between 40 and 41, to 
the international boundary, _in a 
quarantine district, and requiring in- 
spection by a veverinary inspector be- 


fore any shipments could be made, 
This quarantine refers to cattle and 
horses. As the inspectors are few 


and far between, the upshot of this 
order is that the small shipper is 
practically out of business. As far 
as a man shipping his own cattle, it 
i+ almost an impossibility. It is only 
necessary to say that there is no 
inspector living between Calgary and 
Lecombe to show how the matter of 
inspection stands. This quarantine 
area is almost as bad a blow to the 
small man as the Meat Inspection Act 
ofa few years ago} which placed. all 
the export business in the hands of 
three firms and drove the small men 
wut of business. 

A large number of letters have been 
received from different parts of British 
Columbia and one or two from Saskat- 
chewan, asking for quotations on feed 
grain and seed grain, and copies cf 
tliese have been forwarded to different 


members of the association who are 
interested in this business, 
From England, the United States, 


Manitoba and Ontario enquiries have 
been received relative to farm labor, 
and several have also been forwarded 
on by the Edmonton Board of Trade. 
The latest enquiry received was in re- 
ference to finding situations for young 
women on the farms and _ ranches. 
This is a serious factor in Alberta 
farm work and I think the time has 
now come when the association should 
establish in connection with the 
central office an active labor bureau, 
through which the prospective em- 
ployer and employee may be brought 
together, 

Another matter which is coming in 
for considerable discussion is that of 
limiting the districts in which bulls 
may run at large, according to regula- 
tions laid down under the Entire 
Animals’ Ordinance. The country is 
rapidly changing and greater restric- 
tions will have to be brought into 
effect. In connection with this, it is 
perhaps advisable to point out that 


| there is every prospect of the Local 


Improvement Act being considerably 
amended at the fortheoming session of 
the legislature, and the suggestion fias 
been made that the districts should be 
given greater powers, including the 
control of this vexatious ordinance. 
If this is done, it will mean that each 
district will solve its own problems as 


regards Entire animals running at 
large, 
There has also been considerable 


discussion in regard io the finer grades 
of fencing materials, such as coyote- 
proof fencing, ete. At present the 
wire used in the manufacture of 
these fences is subject to a duty, 
but the Minister of the Interior has 
stated that if it ean be shown that 
this finer grade is necessary for farm- 
ing purposes there is every likeli- 
hood of having the duty removed. As 
wn effort is being made to bring the 
sheep industry on to a more stable 
basis by getting the farmers to carry 
small bands, and also as this fencing 
is necessay in order to keep the 
coyotes away from the poultry flocks, 
there is apparently no reason why 
this article should not be placed on 
the free list. A suggestion has fur- 
ther been forwarded to the Live Stock 
Commissioner that he use his in- 
fluence to secure a bonus to the farm. 
er securing this class of feneing 
material equal to the amount = of 
freight which would have to be paid 
to bring this fencing in. 

During the year the Railway Com- 
mission sent Mr, Dillinger, one of its 
experts, west to inspect the stock 
yards, with the result that these have 
been considerably improved. + This 
association assisted the Live Stock 
Commissioner as Much as possible in 
this matter, 

This report will show to a slight 
extent the amount of work being ear- 
ried on by the association, and also 
the labor it involves on its executive 
officers. But to sum the whole matter 
up it is only necessary to say that 
in every instance the services asked 
for have been cheerfully given, and 
that has been « derire on the part of 
all officials and persons we ha®e come 
in contact with to assist us in our 
work, the mere mention of the U.F.A, 
securing a patient hes ring at ance, 
It hus been our endeavor to secure the 
objects we were striving for by quiet 
and persistent work, and experience 
has shown that we have been success.

There were pre- 
sent nearly 200 duly accredited dele- 
gates. Definite action taken ‘by the 
convention inciuded the resoiutions 
urging the Dominion and Provincial 
governments to secure and operate 
terminal and internal cievators re 
spectively, the adoption of the draft 
agreement on the government pork 
packing plant. and the adoption of the 
principle of co-operation among the 
iarmers of the different unions, In 
addition to these there was a host 
of less important matters upon which 
the delegates took action. 

The arduous work of presiding over 
the lengthy sessions was ably handled 
by the president, James Bower, of 
Red Deer, whom the convention hon- 
ored by re-election. He was assisted 
by Joshua Fletcher, Ellerslie, a former 
president, and W. J. Tregillus, the 
newly-elected vice-president. A large 
part of the executive work of the con- 
vention fell to E, J. Fream, the secre- 
tary, and his able handling of the 
business was heartily appreciated by 
the delegates. The unanimous opinion 
was that Mr. Fream ha! been wntiring 
in his work since he became secretary 
and he could not easily ‘be replaced 
in the position he occupies, 

Co-Operation Urged. 

Almost the entire afternoon yester- 
day was taken up with the considera- 
tion of resolutions and a large number 
were put through, 

The principle of co-operation among 
the farmers of the local unions wasé 
probably the most important matter 
discussed yesterday afternoon, In 
Red Deer they have a co-operative as- 
so@ation and its workings were set 
out by the association president, Jas. 
Bower, in a brief speech. Red Deer 
union, No, 83, he said, have completed 
arrangements for the formation of a 
co-operative association, under the 
name of the U. F. A. Red Deer Co- 
Operative Association, The member- 
ship consists of farmers who have 
faric: produce to dispose of and who 
are members of any union of the U. F. 
A. A board of directors has been 
elected and a secretary-treasurer ap- 
pointed from time to time at his own 
discretion ail the farm produce he 
may wish to dispose of, through the 
agency of the association, and having 
done so not to dispose of the same 
during the term agreed upon, except 
under special arrangements. Full by- 
laws and regulations are made to gov- 
ern the work of the association, and 
it is expected that a great deal of 
benefit will result to the members. 

The idea was received with much 
appreval by the de‘egates and will be 
discussed further by the local unions, 

Chilled Meat Proposals, 

The chilled meat proposition which 
was under discussion at noon adjourn- 
ment Friday was resumed at the after- 
noon session, After iurther remarks 
by £. J. Palmer, chilled meat expert, 
the following resolution was passed: 

“Wiereas, it is of very great import- 
ance to the whole west that prompt 
governmental action be taken towards 
establishing the chilled beef industry 
on a sound and permanent basis and 
with the interests of the producers 
adequately protected, 

“We the members of the United 
Farmers of Alberta in convention as- 
sembled, do hereby ungl> that the 
federal government take this matter 
up with the object of placing the busi- 
ness on a practical footing without un- 
reasonable delay. 

Further that a copy of this resolu 
tion be forwarded to each Alberta 
member of the House of Commons to- 
gether with a covering letter asking 
cach member to be good enough to 
personally bring it to the attention of 
the minister of agriculture and do his 
utmost to expedite matters. 

“2—That we the members of the Un- 
ited Farmers of Alberta, in convention 
assenybled, do hereby urge the pro- 
vincial government to do all in its 
power to impress upon the federal 
government the necessity which exists 
for prrompt governmental action re- 
garding the taking up of the proposal 
and rendering the necessary aseist- 
ance towards the establishment of a 
dead meat export trade from the west. 

“That a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to the Hon, A. C, Ruther- 
ford, premier, and Hon, Duncan Mar- 
shall. minister of agriculture.” 

Licensing Boarding Houses. 

The government was requested to 
pass legislation, either by amending 
the present ordinances or by passing 
a new act, to require all boarding 
houses catering for transient custom- 
ers to be licensed, such license to be 
sufficient to pay for the cost of in 
specting said boarding houses, and 
that no license be granted except the 
boarding house meets all requirements 
for the sufeguarding of customers’ lives 
and property, more especially as re- 
gards fire escapes, stairways, lights 
und other necessary qualifications. 

.. Prairie Fires Compensation, 

The tollowing resolution dealing 
with damages from prairie fires last 
tal! was adopted :—

. The Initiative, Etc. 

A resolution was adopted favoring 
the initiative referendum and recall, 
legislation by which the electors can

jand at any time by a majority vote 
‘unseat an unsatisfactory legislator. 
The resolution adopted read as foi- 
lows :-— 

“Be it resolved that we, the mem- 
bers of the United Farmers of Alberta, 
in convention assembled, do mem- 
orialize the Alberta government to 
institute in legislation and the hold- 
ing of office in the legislature the 
principle of the initiative, referendum 
and recall,” 

Co-Operative Creameries, 

A resolution was passed that the 
convention is strongly of the opinion 
that the interests of the dairymen of 
Alberta will be best served by the co- 
operative creameries of the province 
temaining under government man- 
agement, and regretting to notice the 
apparent desire of the provicial gov- 
ernment to withdraw as far as pos- 
sib‘e from auch management 
Commend Manitoba and Saskatchewan 

By a unanimous resolution the as- 
sociation commended the Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba Grain Growers as- 
sociations on their victories in favor 
of government ownership and opera- 
tion of elevators at cost in the inter- 
ests of the farmers. 

Endorse Gonsolidated Schools. 

A resolution was passed favoring 
consofidation schools ,in jrural dis- 
tricts It read as foliwwe:— 

“Resolved, that in the opinion o} 
the convention the children of the 
farmers are entitled to education with- 
yut cost, and whereas, the present rur- 
al schoo] system does not provide this 
for several reasons: 

“7—On acecunt of many classes and 
only one’ teacher these scholars, es- 


pecially the younger ones, must be 
neglected tor a large part of the 
lime. 

“2—The older pupils have to at- 


tend a town school to obtain an edu 
ention worthy the name. thereby mak- 
ing it hard and in many cases impos- 
sible for farmers to provide that cda- 
eation. 

“We hereby urge upon the govern- 
ment the need of enacting the neces- 
sary legisiation to make previetcon 
ior a system of consolidated schoo's 
as successfully opersted in other parts 
of Canada and the United States.” 

Farm Laborers at Harvest. 

The need of better means of secur- 
ing farm ]«orers during harvest time 
was pointe] out and a resolution deal- 
ing therewith, as follows, was adopt- 
ed :— 

“Resolved, that this board of direct 
ors be requested to confer with the 
Alberta government in regard to farm 
laborers for the summer season as 
last year there was a searcity of help 
that there may be more ‘help in the 
harvest season; and further, that we 
recommend that the Central associa- 
tion open up an active labor bureau 
to carry on this work.” 

Better Organization. 

It was decided that the executive of 
the United Farmers of Alberta should 
appoint one organizer, or more if 
funds are available, who shall give 
his whole time to the work during 
euch times of the year as they shall 
consider advisable and shall follow 
the lines of the generai policy of the 
United Farmers of Alberta to be jaid 
down by the executive and shall work 
under their direction.

Other States Follow Ohio’s Lead in 


Campaign Against High Prices of 
Meat, Resulting from Beef Trust— 


Many Swear Eating Meat 
for irty Days. 
Omaha, Neb., Jan. 21.--The anti- 


meat eating crusade is not worrying 
the great meat packers, according to 


interviews given here today by the 
managers of the great packing houses 
at South Omaha, The reason given 
for not worrying secms to be that 
the farmer, rather than that the pack- 
ers thems¢lves, will feel the effects Uf 
the boycott. The packers concede that; 
if the movement becomes — great 
enough, prices will decrease, but they 
also claim that a reduction dn the 
“algyrg of meats will be accomplished 

y a drop in the prices paid for live 
stock. 

“People will have to eat less meat 
if they are to get what they eat at 
their prices,” said E. A, Cudahy, 
head of the Cudahy, Packing company. 

“The present high prices are due wo 
the fact that the supply is not equal 
to the demand.” 

75,000 Swear Off for 30 Days. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Jan. 21.—The meat 
boycott which struck Pittsburg some 
deys ago has taken a s*rious turn. 
It is estimated that within a radius 
of twenty-five miles, of the Pittsburg 
court house there are no less than 
75,000 persons who have sworn not 
to «at meat for thirty days. Many 
of these who have hesitated to sign 
the “no-meat” paper are rapidly being 
got into line. Winnifred Sauers, a 
millionaire was this afternoon badly 
beaten by five of his neighbors who 
met him coming out of a butcher shop 
with meat in his arms. The different 
labor unions of Pi taburg today passed 
resolutions endorsing the ‘‘no-meat” 
act. President Smith, of the chamber 
of comm ree, announced the chamber 
is now considering a petition ‘or 
building market houses in the dif- 
ferent parts of the city and arranging 
with farmers and other producers, to 
bring their produce to this place, sell- 
ing to the city direct. which will n 
turn sell to the eonsumer, thereby 
taking the cudgel out of the hands 
of the combination,

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FIFTEEN;KILLED IN A 
TUNNEL EXPLOSION 


Nitro-glycerine Exnlosion Takes Place 
Near New York—One Hundred 
and Fitty Men Set at Work to 
Rescue the Bodies of the Untor- 
tunate Men at the Tunnel. 


New York, Jan, 21.—Iwenty men 
engaged in boring a tunnel through a 
small mountain near Cold Springs to 
form a part of an aqueiduct whica 
lis to supply water to New York vity 
ifrom the Croton Dam, were about io 
leave their task this afternoon at four 
o'clock preparatory to setting off nitro- 
glycerine when the explosion, a ter- 
rific one, occurred, Fifteen were 
ed and five seriously injured. 

After two hours of rapid toil by 159 
men put to work by Robert K. Ever- 
ett, the foreman, the bodies were re- 
| ported and taken to the mouth of the 
\tunnel which is ten miles south east 
of Fishkil landing. 

The fifteen dead men were found 
in a heap and the bodies were muti- 
lated beyond identification. The ex- 
plosion occurred five hundred ‘eect 
lfrom the entrance. Most of the vic- 


|tims were young Italians and unmar- 
\vied. There were three ‘Amreicans 
among tht dead. 


The five who escaped were the only 
ones left to tell how the tragedy oc- 
curred. From the position they were 
in, they were about to leave the tun- 
nel and had turned toward the en- 
tranee when the explosion occurred.

Working desperately despite injury 
and cold with his garments soaking 
and blood flowing from his wounds, 
he assisted seven passengers to escape 
from the dining car, including D. M. 
Bredie and W. J. Bell, of Sudbury, 
a little boy dnd others. It was a 
heroe’s work, but Conductor Reynolds 
in his bluff way thinks it nothing but 
part of his duty as a railway man. 

The sieeping car did not go into 
the river and no fatalities occurred 
there, but it was necessary to break a 
door down to get in and make places 
for the wet and injured passengers. 

The first class car must have con- 
tained twenty passengers at least, and 
it is hardly possible that any escaped 
for nothing is visible of the car but 
part of the top which is projecting 
above the water. The second class 
ear, alter leaving the rails continued 
along the top of the embankment un- 
til the bridge was reached which was 
struck with great force dividing the 
car as if cut with a knife into two 


pieces, one side toppling down the 
bank while the other feli across. 
Death and injuries resulted’ from 
this, 


Several ‘bodies are still in the din- 
ing car and the final roll call will re- 
veal a gruesome stury. Work proceed- 
ed at the wreck all night with the aid 
of powerful -earehlighnts and every- 
thing is being dune to minimize the 
disaster so that relatives may not be 
kept in suspensp. 

Official Statement.

CHALK CAVES COLLAPSED 


Floods in France indirect Cause of 
Death of Many People 

Paris, France, Jan. 22.—Owing to the 
percolation of flood waters, the chalk 
caves at Leroy near Fontaine Bleu, fell 
in today and the houses above them 
collapsed, burying many people in the 
ruins, Five dead bodies and ten. seri- 
ously injured persons have heen recov- 
red from the wreckage. It is feared 
that there are more dead and injured 
in the collapsed ruins.
